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REMARKS 

Claims 1 through 27 are currently pending in the application.

Applicant's filing of the terminal disclaimer 
should not be construed as acquiescence of the Examiner's double patenting or obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection. Attached is the terminal disclaimer and accompanying fee. 
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Applicant requests the allowance of claims 1 through 27 and the case passed for issue.
